that approximately three-fourths of their 
customers used only enogh gas to pay for the 
bare cost of serving them, without enabling 
the company to earn any return on the 
amount of money which had been invested in 
In other words, about one- 
used. That this rate was unfair to all con-| fourth of their customers used a sufficient 


amount of gas to enable the company to earn 
a return on its property. It was also shown 
by these surveys that the smaller consumers 
of gas are not (as some believe) the poor, but 
rather the fairly well-to-do people who use 
gas only incidentally. New rates are based 
upon the theory that each customer should 
at least pay the actual cost of serving him 
plus a akares for the gas used, which de- 
creases in rate as the quantity consumed 
increases. 

The demands of the domestic customers 
of the gas company are not spread evenly 
throughout the 24 hours, but are concen- 
trated in the morning, at noon and at night 
when the home meals are being cooked. This 
makes it necessary to employ a much larger 
amount of capital to provide for these heavy 
demands over short periods than would be 
the case if the full capacity of the plant could 
be utilized more evenly through the 24 hours. 

Gas househeating provides such a load, 
as it is spread out over the whole 24 hours 
for about 7 months of the year, the largest 
demand coming during the months of Janu- 
ary and February. The industrial load also 

rovides for longer use, running from 9 to 16 

quirs per day and in some cases throughout 
the full 24 hours. 

Experience has shown that a graduated 
rate based on the actual cost of serving each 
customer is fairer and results in greater use 
of gas at lower costs to the consumer. 

The survey recently made shows that of 
these 50 companies reporting, 37 have estab- 
lished a special rate for househeating and 
many of them have a similar rate for in- 
dustrial use. The rates for houscheating 
range from as low as 55c per thousand to 
$1.00 pes thousand cubic feet of gas used, 
depending upon the amount. In all cases a 
service charge is included to cover the cost of 
serving each customer, and the cost of the 
gas itself decresaes as the amount used in- 
creases. 

This use of gas for househeating has also 
brought particular attention to the insulation 
of homes against heat losses, and 23 of these 
50 companies are working with architects in 
designing new houses to provide in their 
construction the proper insulation to save in 
the cost of heating each year. Some of these 
systems of insulation do not add to the actual 
cost of construction of the building, while 
others may cost a few hundred dollars more 
than for an uninsulated house, but, in any 
event, insulation results in a smaller size and 
lower cost heating plant being used, which 
more than offsets any increased cost. The 
savings in fuel costs in heating an uninsulated 
house vary between 25 per cent to 40 per 
cent, depending upon the character and effi- 
ciency of the particular insulation used. 
Even if the cost were greater, this large 
saving in fuel would pay for it in a very 
short time. 

Another saving to be considered in this 
matter is the added space which can be used 
for living purposes in a gas heated home. 
The basement, being free from the storage of 
coal and handling of ashes, is as clean as any 
other part of the house, and in many cases 
has been converted into a spacious living 
room. In the case of rented apartments, it 
has been found possible in some places to 
utilize as an apartment the basement which 
heretofore had been reserved for heating 
purposes only, the added income from which 
more than offsets the cost of operation. 

The idea of being able to light a fire early 
in the fall and, without further care, main- 
tain an even temperature during the next 7 
months has a strong appeal. 


How Byrd Inured Himself to Cold 


When Lieutenant Commander Richard E. 
Byrd of the United States Navy, who will 
tell the story of “The First Flight to the 
North Pole” at the George Washington 
Auditorium, Philips Academy, on December- 
4, felt early in life the call of the Arctic, he 
realized he had one serious handicap and 
he determined to overcome it. From child- 
hood he had suffered immeasurably from the 
cold. Perhaps this was an hereditary trait 
as his family had lived in Virginia since the 
seventeenth century. The reason didn’t 
interest young Byrd. A remedy was what 
he sought, and he found it in a hardening 
process of his own selection. 

Arguing that in event he ever reached the 
Arctic he might be called upon to endure 
temperatures as low as 80 below zero he 
began by going through the winters without 
an overcoat or heavy underwear. It was 
tough sledding, but he persisted. Then he 
discarded his cap, adopted cold baths and 
took other means to inure himself. He 
found that his plan worked well and there 
is every reason to believe that had he been 
forced to make a landing on the ice in a 
crippled plane and make his arduous way to 
civilization on foot he would not have 
suffered unduly although months would have 
been required to trek back to civilization. 
Byrd’s ability to thoroughly harden himself 
is all the more remarkable in that he is of 
slight build. 

It is true that on his hazardous flight of 
1,500 miles through sub-zero temperatures 
the Commander’s face and hands were 
frozen, but before the end of the journey 
was reached he had brought them back to 
normal by scientific massage — proof that 
his anti-cold campaign had been thoroughly 
conducted, 


October Fire Loss $722,070 


The fire loss for October in Massachusetts 
was $722,070 and the number of fires 369, 
according to figures given out by Alfred F. 
Foote, State Commissioner of Public Safety. 
Spontaneous ignition caused the heaviest 
property loss, $208,458 in thirty-two fires. 
Careless smoking caused the largest number 
of fires, fifty-six with a property loss of 
$60,084. Other causes of fires and losses 
follow: careless use of matches, twenty-eight 
fires, loss $331,006; children playing with 
matches, twenty-five fires, loss $26,970; 
defective chimneys, twelve fires, loss $36,269; 
electrical causes,forty-three fires, loss $60.191; 
explosion of lamps lanterns, or stoves, nine 
fires, loss $17,767; heating and lighting 
apparatus igniting merchandise or other 
materials, eleven fires, loss $7,033; over- 
heated cooking and heating apparatus, 
eighteen fires, loss $22,636; sparks from 
chimneys, twelve fires, loss $4,819; unknown 
sisteen fires, loss $62,936; volatile oils and 
inflammable liquids igniting, seventeen fires, 
loss $7,561. Of the 369 fires, 165 occurred in 
dwellings, with a loss of $182,548 to the 
buildings and $69,897 to the contents, and 
twenty-three were in stores and dwellings 
with a loss of $19,832 to the buildings, and 
$24,157 to the contents, There were thirty- 
one fires in unclassed retail stores, with a loss 
of $44,591 to the buildings and $70,289 to 
the contents, ku

Essex County Health Association Plans 
to Enlarge Camp at Middleton 


Dr. Olin S. Pettingill, president of the 
Essex County Health Association, today 
directed the sending out of three million 
Christmas Seals to the residents of Essex 
County. 

The 1926 Christmas Seal shows three 
carollers depicting the spirit of Christmas 
and good health. This message will reach 
every man, woman and child in the United 
States during the period between Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas. 

The Essex County Health Association 
this year must raise $15,000 in order to con- 
tinue its work in 1927. The chief objective 
of the Association for 1927 is to enlarge the 
health camp at Middleton so that seventy- 
five children may be cared for next summer. 

In addition to this work with children, an 
intensive campaign is to be carried on among 
industrial concerns. Miss Cora L, Cooke, R. 
N., field secretary, will direct a number of 
talks among the people in factories and 
messages of health are to be published in the 
local house organs and will be posted prom- 
inently in the factories and work shops where 
they will do the most good. 

Dr. Pettingill asks each and every resident 
of Essex County to purchase the seals as soon 
as possible and to use every one of them on 
their Christmas mail so that the spirit of 
health may radiate throughout the Country. 


Motorist Found Guilty

under the delicate tracery of their spiritual 
ideals, in the massive structure of the great 
institution for whose foundation they gave 
their lives, in the present day glory of a 
great nation. And how do we remember 
God? <A worthy missionary in India had 
the hymn, “Rock of Ages” translated into 
Hindustani. On retranslation into English 
by a student, the first two lines bore this in- 
spiring and illuminating aspect: 

"Very old stone, split for my benefit, 

Let me absent myself under your fragments." 


It sounds suggestive of our retranslation of 
Thanksgiving Day and God's share in it. 

It is said of St. Bernard that he daily 
examined himself by appropriating Jesus’ 
words to Andrew and John, “ Bernarde, ad 

uid venisti?’’ ‘Bernard, for what art 
thou here?” On this day in examining our- 
selves, asking why are we here at this 
service. I do not known your reason, but I 
know mine. It is not the compulsion of 
making an address. It is because of a 
sense of duty towards God and towards men. 

A parson wrote to his Bishop asking him 
to come and hold a quiet day. The bishop 
declined, saying, “Your parish does not need 
a quiet day but an earthquake.” Something 
of this nature is needed for America that it 
may once more truly appreciate Thanks- 


numbers that might be here. The people 
who go to church are more and more people 
who have some reason for doing so. Con- 
ventional people no longer regard church- 
going as a mere convention. 

To-day we have said to God “For thine is 
the glory.” Thanksgiving Day is a day of 
glory. We know that this is a day when 
we should recall that our crops have been 
abundant, that we as a nation have been 
blessed with peace. We walk about proud 
of our prosperity, gloating over the abundant 
blessings which a discriminating God has 
conferred on his favorite nation. We know 
that this is a day for national remembrance 
rather than private thanksgiving. Yet we 
seem to fit no nearer the heart of the matter 
than eating, being full of the superstitious 
worship of our turkey totem, failing to re- 
member the essential meaning of thanks- 
giving, “which is built upon the old Chris- 
tians doctrine of grace, namely, that we are 
all unworthy inmates of God’s Almshouse, 
and charity patients in His great Hospital.” 

Yet the situation is not to be wondered at. 
Our civilization has robbed mankind of much 
of the delightful ingenuousness of primitive 
man. Even children are now as sophisticated 
as the middle-aged used to be. We all retain, 
however, the habit of taking our blessings 
for granted. We never stop to think where 
they come from. How much more comfort- 
able science and invention have made men 
than were in the early Massachusetts days. 
We turn a spigot, quench our thirst, and 
never have a recollection of any thankfulness 
stir in us. The traveller who has struggled 
all day through many wastes in search of a 
drink discovers a spring in the desert, and 
feels the thankful spirit. We never stop to 
reflect that our spigot cost the weariness of 
many men to bring the water to our homes. 
The woman who has the baker deliver her 
bread every morning can never feel the 
gratitude that poor Robinson Crusoe enjoyed 
when he had “with infinite patience tilled 
his soil, sown his seed, harvested his crop, 
ground his wheat, and baked it in his own 
laboriously-constructed oven.” So many 
hands have intervened between the spring 
and the spigot, between the seed and the 
bread, that we have not the time to visualize 
them. And the agents in national affairs are 
still more nebulous. What wonder if in the 
rush we fail to look still further back to 
God, himself, on whom both laborers and 
springs, and national life, depend. 

Yet God is behind all. How good for us 
that on Thanksgiving Day we are called 
“to remember the Lord, our God, for it is he 
that giveth us power to get wealth”; that 
we are asked to sing our thankfulness to 
him “who covereth the heaven with clouds 
and prepareth rain for the earth and maketh 
grass to grow upon the mountain and herb 
for the use of men.” 

And his is the glory to-day. Let us be 
sure of that. Every nation that exists has 
its “glory”, — glories in its past or present. 
Men themselves cannot live without some 
“glory” in life. Whether the individual be a 
man, or worse than a beast depends on what 
he glories in. For there are many glories. 
Studdert-Kennedy says: “These are things 
that makes man’s heart beat faster and stir 
the blood within his veins. You will find 
them all in the Bible, the most completely 
human book in all the world, because it is 
both human and divine. You will find all the 
human glories there: glory of riches, glory 
of power, glory of war, glory of glittering 
thrones, great temples, towering mountains 
and tall trees; glory of sun and moon and 
stars, the glory of woman’s hair, glory of 
white lilies and pure saints, glory of gallant 
horses and great beasts, glory of youth and 
glory of age, glory of morning, glory of eve, 
glory of cities, nations, empires, kings — all 
the thrill and throb of passionate life is there, 
but there is no cry that it contains so full of 
exaltation, trembling reverence, triumphant 
certainty and joy unbounded as this: ‘We 
beheld His glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the Father.’ All the human 
glories find their meaning in the glory of the 
Word Who was made flesh and dwelt amongst 


us, so that we beheld His glory, full of grace | P 


and truth.” 


This is the highest glory. When we recall 
that glory, and it possesses us, we shall never 
need to be reminded of God’s glory, in the 
national glory, on Thanksgiving Day. In a 
world of blatant materialism we must be 
firm to hold aloft the banner of this ideal. 
We must be firm to remind the most success- 
ful trading class ever known in the world that 
man does not live by greenbacks alone, but 
“by every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” 

I wish that we could get more religion into 
the life of Thanksgiving Day. I wish that 


.| we could have God remembered more every 


day, not in extraordinary wants but in 
ordinary ways. In any industry, the output 
is largely dependent upon the skill and 
industry of the laborers, The practice of the 
realization of God is a matter of spiritual 
skill and industry. ‘Why stand ye here all 
the day idle?” It is remarkable how casual a 


great many christians are in their attitude | 


towards this work. ‘Thanksgiving is one 
form of work which makes us profitable 
servants. “To pray without ceasing” 
means an attitude of mind and heart which 
is always conscious of God’s presence and 
therefore, when public thanksgiving is 
called for, reacts to that presence, God asks 
us to give ourselves to one another and we 
seem to think we can discharge this duty 
merely by giving things to others, “The 
essence of giving is that we have as much 
concern for the life and reputation of our 
neighbors as we have for our own.” Only 


such an attitude in life will make any 
thanksgiving real. Pandora’s box stands for 
a spirit of inquisitiveness, Our national 
and individual trouble is acquisitiveness, 
It would indeed be well to try inquisitiveness 
today, to open God’s treasure box of the

Now it 
is possible for patriotism to fall from its 
high estate. Instead of calling men to wider 
horizons, it can keep them within narrow 
ones. Once the issue was patriotism versus 
a small parochialism; now the question may 
become patriotism versus a large care for 
humanity. Once patriotism was the great 
enemy of provincialism; now it can be made 
to mean provincialism and to sanctify the 
narrow mind.”

“Lord, lift us out of private-mindedness 
and give us public souls to work for Thy 
Kingdom by daily creating that atmosphere 
of a happy temper and generous heart which 
alone can bring the Great Peace.”

sang Goldsmith. Are we doing all we can 
to keep men from decay in the nation and in 
the world? 


Does the question embarrass you? asked 
the Professor at examination.

Picture of Red Cross Work Being Accom- 
plished in Florida 


Aid has been given to 13,500 families and 
the permanent rehabilitation of 3,000 fam- 
ilies has been completed by the American 
Red Cross in its Florida hurricane relief 
work according to a report received toda 
from the Florida Hurricane Relief Head- 
quarters at Miami. Awards to Florida 
families for rebuilding and repairing their 
homes damaged by the hurricane of Septem- 
ber 18 are being granted by the Red Cross 
at the rate of 135 a day. Henry M. Baker, 
director of Red Cross disaster relief, esti- 
mates that the rehabilitation work will be 
practically through in four more months, 
or six months from the date of the hurricane. 

The Florida relief job has shattered all 
revious records for speed in disaster re- 
habilitation, Mr. Baker says. Latest re- 
orts showed a registration of 20,000 fam- 
ilies as applicants for Red Cross relief with 
a poneibiithy of several additional applications. 
Already, in two months time, the Red Cross 
has helped as many families as the family 
welfare organizations of the average large 
city are asked to help in a year, Mr. Baker 
said. The completion of the necessary in- 
vestigations and the granting of permanent 
awards is gathering momentum daily, the 
report shows, 

With the beginning of actual rebuilding in 
Moore Haven, November 4, the emergency 
period was officially closed in the entire state. 
“This means,” Mr, Baker said, “that per- 
manent rehabilitation is going ahead in all 
of the eleven disaster-stricken areas where the 
Red Cross is at work. ‘The flodded con- 
dition of Moore Haven made it impossible 
to begin rebuilding there until the town was 
drained and amde habitable. Refugee fam- 
ilies from Moore Haven were cared for by the 
Red Cross in a model tent colony at Sebring 
and is refugee camps at Tampa and Fort 
Myers. ‘The emergency stadt in all other 
areas was closed October 1 when the work of 
restoring the stricken families began in 
earnest.” 

Mr. Baker, in outlinging the disaster relief 
policies of the Red Cross said that assistance 
is based on the actual needs of the disaster- 
stricken families and not the amount of their 
losses. It is the aim of the Red Cross, he 
said, to be able to supplement the family’s 
own resources sufliciently to enable it to get 
back on its feet with a normal outlook for 
the future.

It is noteworthy that last week’s 
conference should have been attended 
by some fifteen hundred men. That 
business leaders from these six states 
should have been led by a common 
desire to gather at the Conference shows 
that New England regards her problems 
with determination and confidence that 
will not brook defeat.

Frank B. Jenkins and Winthrop Boutwell 
were the speakers at a meeting of the Andover 
Natural History Society held Tuesday eve- 
ning at the Punchard lecture room with 
twenty-five members present. 

The subject of the evening was “Peat,” its 
formation and use as a fuel and the localities 
in Andover where it is found. 

Peat is vegetable matter such as mosses, 
grasses, and rushes, partially decomposed in 
one of the intermediate processes in the 
change from vegetable matter to coal. It is 
widely distributed in all parts of the world 
and is found in beds varying from one to 
twenty feet in depth. Mr. Jenkins told of 
peat being cut near Aslebe pond in Fall's 
woods within his memory. Although it is not 
now used as fuel in this vicinity, it is still used 
in Ireland. In Ireland it is valued by con- 
fectioners because of the even heat which it 
affords. Some varities of peat may be manu- 
factured into an inferior quality of DERE.

Farewell Reception to Rev. George R. 
Moody 


A farewell reception was tendered to Rey. 
George R. Moody in connection with the 
Thursday evening program of the Morgan 
Memorial. Mr. Moody left Morgan Me- 
moria! after ten years’ service. 

The first two years he had charge of the 
furniture repair departments, He then be- 
came the official guide and served faithfully 
in that capacity until the present time, 
working four days each week. He con- 
ducted on these four mornings the services for 
the employment bureau, Before prohi- 
bition, over 600 people per month were 
prssent at these meetings, but since prohi- 
vition, the average now has been 700 per 
month. 

For ten years he preached every Friday 
morning to an average of 4000 persons a 
year and for seven years out of the ten for 
the other three days he has preached at ap- 
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intments assigned to him by the New 
a aie conference. 
t the April session of the New England 
conference, he took the retired relationship. 

At the reception, Rev. Frederic Olsen, com- 
munity pastor of Morgan Memorial, spoke 
for the community and congratulated Mr. 
Moody on his remarkable success. 

Rey. Mr. Moody was presented as a token 
of respect and esteem from the staff of 
Morgan by Rev. A. G. Young, a book written 
by President Calvin Coolidge. Other friends 
presented him with a book on “The Study 
of The Epistle to the Hebrews.” 

Mr. oody has served the following 
charges: Alton, Argyle, Oldtown, West 
Oldtown, Alexandra, Cooper, Meddybemps, 
Edmands and Barrier in the East Maine 
conference and in the New England confer- 
ence, South Worthington, Belchertown, West 
Medway, Lunenburg, Townsend, East Cam- 
bridge and North Brookfield. 

Mr. Moody was licensed to preach as local 
preacher in the Ballardvale Methodist 
church January 6, 1884, by Dr. L. R. Thayer. 

For forty-six years, he has been active in 
the Methodist church and expects to take 
up “good will” work among the churches of 
New England, making his home with his wife 
on Marland road, Ballardvale. 

Rev. Mr. Moody was born at Methuen, 
September 7, 1866. He attended the district 
school until eleven years of age, when com- 


| pelled to leave home and go to work. He 


spent two years at South Dartmouth, attend- 
ing school during the winters. He then re- 
moved to Lawrence and entered the Oliver 
grammar school, where he received a double 
promotion and was graduated in the class 
of 1881, being then admitted to the high 
school. He later attended Phillips academy 
and served as an assistant Y. M. C. A, 
secretary one year at Lawrence. He worked 
three years as night operator and night agent 
on the Boston and Lowell railroad, then spent 
three years with the New Home Sewing 
Machine company at Orange, meanwhile 
studying theology. He served six years as a 
supply in East Maine conference and built a 
church in his first charge. Mr. Moody was 
ordained a deacon in 1894 at Houlton, Me., 
and as an elder in 1898 at Bangor, Me. In 
1899 he was appointed to supply at South 
Worthington and at a session of the New 
England conference, he was admitted to the 
conference and preached at South Worthing- 
ton. While here he raised the money and 
with the assistance of his parishioners built 
the church parsonage and barn. 

Mr. Moody was married to Miss Sarah A. 
Fallows, September 12, 1888. She was born 
in Andover in June, 1867. After graduating 
from the village schools, she took private, 
lessons in elocution in Andover and was a 
very popular speaker in all the local gath- 
erings. She joined the Methodist church in 
1886 and wherever her husband has been 
located she has always been a valuable 
helper. Mr. and Mrs. Moody have the 
following children: George, who is connected 
with the normal school, Salem; Helen 
Moody, a music teacher; Dwight L. Moody, 
who is with the American Telephone Com- 

ny, New York City, and Ear’ Moody, an 
instructor at Boston University.

FLORIDA LEADS 
RELIEF RECORDS 


Heads Major Disasters of 1926. 
Red Cross Active in 62 
Emergencies in Year. 


ALSO SERVES FOREIGN LANDS 


| 
| Preparedness to Cope with Great 
Disturbances Gives Good 
Results in Action. 


Facing one of the largest rehabfilita- 
tion efforts of its whole history, as @ 
result of the Florida hurricane, the 
American Red Cross already had be- 
hind it a record of service in 62 dis- 
asters at home, up to the close of 
the fiscal year, June 30, 1926. 

When the hurricane struck Florida 
with such devastation and loss of life, 
the Red Cross National Headquarters 
was just congratulating itself that a 
year had passed without a major dis- 
aster within the borders of the coun- 
try. The destruction in Florida has 
been tentatively estimated by Direc- 
tor of Disaster Relief Henry L. Baker, 
of the American Red Cross, in terms 
of relief work ahead of the organiza- 
tion. This takes into account all suf- 
ferers who must be cared for. 

Careful surveys by experienced au- 
thorities place the injured at 4,000, 
exclusive of the stricken Gulf Coast 
cities of Moorehaven and Clewiston. 
Of the 1,200 injured sent to Miami 
hospitals, 500 were suffering with ma- 
jor fractures. In two other east coast 
communities the injured numbered 
nearly 1,000. The homeless were con- 
servatively estimated at 50,000. Such 
figures sketch only vaguely the human 
and material problem which the 
American Red Cross {is still doing its 
utmost to solve. 

For comparison the other outstand- 
ing recent disaster, the Midwest tor- 
nado of March 18, 1925, can be de- 
scribed in more detail. In that catas- 
trophe the final check showed 800 
dead, 3,000 injured and 6,847 families 
of approximately 30,000 men, women 
and children rendered homeless. The 
final relief operations of the Red 
Cross were brought to a close March 
18, 1926, exactly a year from the day 
the tornado struck five states. 

So terrible did the death and de- 
strutcion impress itself on the expert- 
enced Red Cross forces rushed into 
Florida that Chairman John Barton 
Payne did not hesitate to call for a 
relief fund from the whole country of 
$5,000,000. The Red Cross concen- 
trated every resource in trained per- 
sonnel on the stricken region. 

The New Jersey munitions explo- 
sion, in July, while terrible as a spec- 
tacle, could not compare with either 
of these other two disasters in final 
destructiveness. It gave the Red Cross 
an opportunity for service in which 
Red Cross nurses treated 86 injured, 
and during the height of the emes 
gency fed between 700 and 800 peo 
ple driven from their homes. More 
than 400 cases were registered with 
the Red Cross after the explosions 
for assistance in regaining their hold 
on life through rehabilitation work. 
This latter is a regular part of the 
Red Cross relief operations in all dis- 
asters, and means a task continued 
long after the country has ceased to 
think of the occurrence itself. 

The year has seen a new measure 
of disaster relief preparedness inau- 
gurated by the Red Cross, under 
which a trained reserve of medical 
and other relief experts is constantly 
on call for any service. This prepar- 
edness justified itself in both the New 
Jersey explosion, and in the Florida 
hurricane, In the latter the Red Cross 
had at call more than 300 experienced 
disaster workers with a network of 
prepared Chapters all over the coun- 
try. This preparedness, constantly 
demonstrated, is cited as material as- 
surance that the country is better 
protected today than ever before from 
the suffering such misfortunes engen- 
der, 

Bad as were domestic disasters in 
both the last fiscal year and recent 
months, some of those abroad in the 
same time have been comparable, es- 
pecially a flood in Mexico, Altogether 
the American Red Cross served in the 
hame of the American people in more 
than 15 foreign catastrophes. 

The Tenth Annual Roll Call for 
membership to maintain such activl- 
ties will be held from November 11 to 
25, and ie an opportunity for all to 
enroll themselves in the American 
Red Cross.

Historic Abbey 
Vallombrosa, a Benedictine abbey, 
is about fifteen miles east of Florence, 
Italy. It was founded about 1088 A. 
D. by John Gualbert. These magnifi-

Protein in Milk 

Milk helps repair the wear and tear 
of the body. It is as good as meat 
for building muscle. Moreover, it is 
cheaper. A quart of milk will supply 
as much protein as seven ounces of 
sirloin steak or four large eggs. 
Milk, particularly evaporated milk, 
which has twice the mineral content 
of market milk, Is one of the best 
and cheapest sources of lime, which Is 
a form of calcium. 

Infants and growing children need 
lime to build bones and teeth. It Is 
just as necessary for adults to keep 
their bones in good condition, One 
quart of milk, or one pint of evapo- 
rated milk, furnishes as much caleclum 
as ten large oranges, thirty-two eggs 
or twenty pounds of beef. Milk also 
is a valuable source of phosphorus 
and supplies a certain amount of fron. 


Absolutely pure water is complete- 
ly tasteless, consisting as it does only 
of two tasteless and odorless gases. In 
fact, absolutely pure water 1s also in- 
visible and we are only aware of it by 
feeling it. One reason, of course, why 
we can't taste it is that our own 
bodies are very largely composed of 


we taste are, therefore, aware of no 
“foreign body” with pure water. 

In practice, however, perfectly pure 
water only exists when distilled by 
the chemist, Our ordinary water has 
either come through perhaps miles of 
earth, picking up all sorts of salts on 
the way, while if it is direct rain wa- 
ter, it is heavily charged with soot 
and dirt from the air. 


Royal Tradition 

The king of England “never dies,” 
All that is admitted is a “demise of 
the crown” and the moment the sov- 
ereiun passes away, his titles, dignity 
and power are transferred automatic- 
ally to the heir apparent, who from 
that moment reigns in his stead. So, 
too, Just as the king never dies, he is 
always of full age directly he ascends 
the throne, even though he has not 
reached his twenty-first birthday. 

In practice, however, a regent is ap- 
pointed for administrative purposes 
during the king’s childhood. On a 
“demise of the crown” members of 
parliament, judges and naval and 
military officers are required to take 
a fresh oath of allegiance and cabinet 
ministers must surrender their port- 
folios.—Montreal Family Herald,

PUNCHARD 19, METHUEN 0 


Local Boys Outclass Rivals in Every 
Department of the Game. May 
Claim Suburban Championship 


Punchard defeated Methuen High School, 
19-0, in the annual clash between these 
rivals at Balmoral Field Saturday afternoon. 
Twenty-five hundred ardent supporters of 
the rival teams watched the Andover ma- 
chine rip the Methuen line to shreds and 
outclass their rivals in every department of 
the game. 

Will Murphy, dusky signal-caller for the 
Lovely-coached eleven, paired up with 
Walter Bacheller to rip off long gains through 
the Methuen line and around the ends. To- 
gether with their mates, John Hall and Irving 
Whitcomb, they raised havoc with the Me- 
thuen secondary after the hard-plunging 
line had cleared the way for them. 

Punchard won because they worked in| 
unison and were finely drilled in the funda- 
mentals. They took advantage of every 
break in their favor and were assisted ma- 
terially by the long-distance kicking by 
Bacheller. The center trio of the Punchard 
line outcharged and outplayed their oppo- 
nents and made the task of the ball-carrying 


backs an easy one. 


King bore the brunt of the Methuen of- 
fense, but he could not break away for 
material gains. He was always good for a 
couple of yards or more, but the defensive 
game put up by Bacheller and Whitcomb 
held off the attack. Richard Bower and 
Morris Ttstein stood out in the Methuen 
line, the former playing a stellar game as 
roving center and making several tackles 
which were beauties. 

Punchard resorted to the overhead game 
on just four occasions and were eminently 
successful, completing three, one of which 
resulted in a touchdown. Methuen’s over- 
head game failed to help their cause; those 
that were completed resulted in little or no 
gain, owing to the vigilance of the alert 
Punchard secondary. 

After Batcheller had kicked off for Punch- 
ard, Methuen started a march from its own 
25-yard line that was impressive for a few 
plays. After King had made a first down, 
the invaders were penalized for offside and 
on the next play King fumbled, Emmons 
pouncing on the orphan pigskin for Punchard 
on the 30-yard line. Here the home team 
struck with a force that would not be denied. 
On sharp plunges off the tackles, alter- 
nating with end runs, Batchellerand Murphy, 
Hall and Whitcomb smashed their way down 
the field, making three first downs. Batcheller 
finally hit the solid wall of Methuen, the ball 
being over the line just long enough to make 
it a score. 

The selection of plays by Murphy was 
eminently successful and the ethuen 
eleven could not stay the forward progress 
of the Lovely steamroller. The home team 
made its try for the extra point by rushing 
the ball, but they were yards short and 
Punchard had to be content with a 6-0 lead. 

Receiving the ball on their 20-yard line, 
Methuen made a sturdy onslaught, two first 
downs, with King and Corosso alternating, 
carrying the ball down to Punchard’s 37- 
yard line. Here the invaders were stopped 
and surrendered the ball to Punchard on 
downs. The home team made little progress 
at this stage, owing to the fine defensive 
play of Morris Etstein and Richard Bower, 
and Batcheller sent off the first of his boom- 
tie punts, which carried 65 yards down the 

eld. 

Methuen was forced to return the punt 
and Murphy zig-zagged his way for a fine 
return to midfield. A 15-yard penalty to 
Methuen for holding gave the Punchard 
team their second opportunity and they made 
the most of it. The ever-present pair, 
Murphy and Batcheller, ploughed through 
for steady gains until the Punchard quarter 
shot through tackle for the second score. 
Murphy failed to score the extra point on a 
drop-kick that was yards short, and Punch- 
ard led, 12 to 0. 

The feature of the closing minute of the 
first half was a long forward that netted 
Punchard 19 yards, Murphy heaving to 
Batcheller and the latter carrying to Me- 
thuen’s 35-yard line. After a short rush by 
Murphy, time was called. 

After the kickoff in the third period, Me- 
thuen made its third sally into Punchard 
territory, two first downs, aided by a 5-yard 
penalty against Punchard for offside carry- 
ing to Punchard’s 40-yard line. Here the 
Punchard defense put a crimp in the hopes 
of the Methuen adherents and Amiss was 
forced to kick. A sensational gallop around 
the end by Hall netted Punchard 29 yards, 
and Murphy followed it up with a skip 
around the opposite wing for 17 more and a 
first down on Methuen’s 25-yard line. The 
march was temporarily halted by an offense 
penalty, but Murphy passed neatly to 
Batcheller, who was away like a streak of 
lightning and crossed the goal line without 
an enemy hand being raised to stay his 
progress. It was a beauty of a forward, and 
the resulting run brought a sudden touch- 
down. Murphy succeeded on his third at- 
tempt for the extra point, dropping the ball 
between the uprights for the nineteenth 
and last point of the afternoon. 

On the first rush after the next kickoff, 
Amiss fumbled and Tom Morrissey, scoop- 
ing up the ball ran for a touchdown, but 
Disbrow was detected offside and it was no 
play, Punchard being penalized 5 yards. 
Although Corosso made a first down on his 
own 38-yard line, forwards by the Amiss- 
Stepanian combination were smothered for 
little or no gain and Amiss, who did a fine 
job all the afternoon in the punting depart- 
ment, was forced to kick. Batcheller tore off 
a neat run of 13 yards to midfield and once 
more the Lovely machine was underway. 
After Murphy had opened the final quarter 
with a first down on Methuen’s 35-yard line, 


three rushes netted 6 yards. On the fourth 
down, Murphy attempted to cross up the| 
opposition, but King intercepted his short | 
forward pass, the ball bouncing into the| 
arms of the alert Amiss, who was downed on | 
his 25-yard line. 

_A 15-yard penalty against Punchard for 
piling on gave Methuen the ball at midfield, 
ut the attack was weak and Amiss sent off 
a rolling punt that carried to Punchard’s 
6-yard line, before Johnson downed it. This 
was the first time that Punchard was in real 
danger all the afternoon, but the reliable 
Batcheller, after three rushes, dropped back 
of his goal line and punted outside at mid- 
field. A fine forward from King to Stepanian 
netted Methuen 15 yards and another pass 
from Amiss to Stepanian gaining 7 yards, 
led to another first down on Punchard’s 24- 
yard line. ‘Two more passes netted just 2 
yards, while Batcheller broke through and 
picked King’s pass out of the air, giving 
Punchard the ball on its own 10-yard line, 
Two rushes by Murphy gained three yards 
and the game was over, with the ball in 
Punchard's possession on its own 13-yard 
ine. 

Chalk up one more for Mr, Lovely and his 
hard-fighting, well-drilled band, who by their 
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victory helped to establish their claim to 
the suburban championship for the second 


year in a row. ‘The score now stands: 
Punchard won 12, Methuen won 3, and two 
ties.
